Could a series resistor 
overheat and as some are want to do decrease in resistance and therefore 
increase current to a damaging value?

I have had very good success with the 6A6 tube. Also you might look at 
the 
6N7 and 6N7GT, which is more-or-less the same as the 6A6. If you like 
triodes 
the RK34 is another interesting tube. Same base and connections as the 6A6 
except plates come out dual plate caps on top! 

Another triode that can be formidable is the 6BL7. It's a dual triode 
and each half has a 10 watt plate dissipation rating. It is capable of 
about 
50-60 watts input (both sections in parallel) with 500 volts on the 
plates. 

The only drawback of triodes, of course, is they must have a neutralization 
circuit. No big deal to adjust, and it's basically a one time thing. 

A "heavy duty" replacement for the 12AU7 is the 5687, although not a 
"plug-in" replacement! (connections to pins 8 and 9 must be interchanged! ) 

You also might look at some of the "newer" color TV tubes 
where there is dual DISSIMILAR triodes (one small, one large.) Most 
are in novar or compactron pinouts though.

True ... these are passive filters built around the now hard to find 88mh 
and 44mh toroids once used in mass quantities by the telcos, and which 
showed up in so many filter projects, RTTY gear, etc.. 


I built the QST version of the SSB Crud-o-ject and used it with a Heath SB- 
line in the 70's. I always regretting having sold it with the radio. A few 
years ago I came across both the SSB and CW versions of the filters 

made commercially by New England Electronics Engineering, and couldn't 

pass them up. 


I use the CW Crud-o-ject with my Drake C-line. It completely eliminates 

the annoying bit of high frequency blow-by around the 250 hz crystal 

filter. The best part is that it doesn't require yet another wall-wart or 12V 
power supply cable to work :-)
